In compliance with the Public Laws of New Hampshire 
we, the Commissioners of the County of Coos, herewith pre- 
sent our annual report for the year ending December 31, 1933, 
together with the reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, 
Solicitor, Sheriff, Superintendent of County Farm, House of 
Correction and Jail, Physician, Auditors, Priest and Chaplain. 

The year 1933 has been an exceptionally busy year for 
all town, county, city and state officials endeavoring to re- 
lieve suffering due to misfortune and unemployment. At the 
last session of the General Court of New Hampshire there was 
passed House Bill known as Bill 417 whereby on July ist all 
relief came under the supervisiog of State Director Miss Eunice 
Patch which of course required considerable time in making 
the set up. Many projects for the relief of unemployment 
have been underway making an opportunity for those who 
are physically able to work part time and support their fami- 
lies. 

During the past year considerable work was done on 
County road known as the Cambridge road; a considerable 
stretch of road was completed and a new bridge constructed 
which gave employment to several men. During the ensuing 
year it is planned to continue this work and the following year 
to complete the road which will then be taken over by the 
state. 

The County Hospital at West Stewartstown has proven to 
be a great convenience and has accommodated many from the 
community; is at all times open and an inspection by every 
taxpayer in the county would be appreciated as well as from 
the general public throughout the state. 

The Commissioners wish to extend their sincere thanks to 
all who have in any way assisted us in carrying on the work 
of the County, to ail town, county, city and state officials.

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Superintendent’s Report 


December 31, 1933 


In accordance with Chapter 30, Section 1, Public Statutes, 
the Superintendent of the County Farm shall make up his re- 
port to January 1, annually and also Section 2, of said Chapter 
requires that the Superintendent’s report shall contain, in ad- 
dition, a list of paupers actually supported at the farm and 
the number of weeks each was supported, also a statement of 
the average cost per week for each pauper with an explanation 
of the basis upon which such calculation was made. 


The whole number of persons supported and partially sup- 
ported for the year ending December 31, 1933 was 875. The 
number of weeks board is ascertained by taking the number 
of days between the day of admittance and the day of depart- 
ure of each individual and dividing that number by seven, 
which gives the total number of weeks each was supported. 


The whole cost of supporting paupers at the Farm for 
the year ending December 31, 1933, was $36,292.87. This sum 
divided by the whole number of weeks furnished—6862 weeks, 
6 days—gives $5.20 plus, as price per week. 


I extend my sincere thanks to the County Commissioners, 
and the employees of the institution for their hearty coopera- 
tion and kind assistance at all times. Special acknowledge- 
ment is given Rev. Father Ramsey and Rev. H. H. Albee, who 
are always ready to assist at all times; the Womans’ Christian 
Temperance Union, the Young Peoples Choir, and the Mohawk 
Ice Cream Co.

Violation of prohibition 
law. Plead guilty. Sentenced to three months in the House 
of Correction and to pay a fine of $200.00 and taxable costs. 
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During the past year I have prosecuted numerous violation 
of all sorts, the majority of them being the violation of the 
liquor law, but the last part of the year prosecutions in this 
department have dropped off to quite an extent due to lack of 
complaints. 


During the past suminer, at the request of the Attorney 
General’s department, we attempted to rid the County of 
nickel machines that had been placed back in different stores 
throughout the county, and as the results of two raids we seiz- 
ed thirteen machines which were destroyed and the money 
contents of the same turned over to the County Treasurer. 


On March 4, 19338, the County had on hand in the Berlin 
National Bank of Berlin a sum of over sixty-four thousand 
dollars, and with the collaboration of the Attorney General of 
the State, demand has been made upon the County Treasurer’s 
bonding company, due to the fact that the Treasurer had de- 
posited in the Berlin National Bank more than he was legally 
entitled to keep there, and while suit has not been instituted 
on the bonding company it is because the Attorney General has 
advised that suit should not be instituted until the Berlin Na- 
tional Bank is opened for business or liquidated, at which time 
a suit will be instituted on behalf of the County. 


I have instituted during the past summer, a _ bastardy 
proceeding in the name of the County against Claude Bacon 
of Pittsburg, and the case was tried at the October Term of 
Court and the Jury found that Claude Bacon was chargeable 
with the support of this child, and he had made satisfactory 
arrangements with the County by means of a bond to save 
the County harmless for the expense of this child. 


I have been very fortunate in having the assistance of 
Sheriff Colbath and all of his deputies, and with the assistance 
of Chief of Police Walter Hynes of Berlin and his officers in 
all cases which have come to my attention as all have render- 
ed invaluable services and expertly. 


During the past year, Miss Anna Russell, Agent of the 
Coos County branch of New Hampshire Children’s Aid and 
Protective Society, and Miss Marsters, who took Miss Russell’s 
place while she was on her vacation, gave me _ indispensable 
aid in several matters involving offenses against minors, and 
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their time has been freely given me whenever I have wanted 
their assistance, and to them should go a great deal of credit. 


There are no civil cases pending against the County of 
Coos at the present time and I know of no claims that are at 
present pending against the County.
